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Drug compsns. for topical admin, comprise a cyclosporin or a 
macTolide qpd., oleyl alcohol, propylene glycol and a thickener. 

The thickener is a carboxyvinyl polymer or poly(etbylene glycol).

The drug conipsns. are suitable for treating derma] diseases 
including pa&ologic proliferation and/or homiScation of epidermic 
cells. The drug compsns. have an excellent skui permeability.
